The Mount has worked very hard to build good relations with our neighbors in the communities surrounding 
our campuses. At Chalon, we have created a Town and Gown Committee of representatives of the College 
and the community to discuss ways to ensure the quality of life of our students and neighbors. 
One of the biggest issues we face is the traffic to and from our Chalon Campus. Driving near campus takes us 
on narrow residential streets that have no sidewalks. Please help ensure the safety of our neighbors by obeying 
the speed limit and keeping a watchful eye for them, their children, and their pets. Please keep the volume on 

car stereos down, too —just as you would like 
your own neighbors to do. 

In accordance with an agreement with the 
Brentwood Homeowners Association, vehicles 
traveling to the Chalon Campus are required to 
use Bundy Drive and the "one-way loop" (see 
below) by turning right onto Norman Place from 
Bundy Drive when approaching campus, left on 
Chalon Road and right into the Mount St. Mary's 
College driveway. When exiting the College, all 
vehicles must turn right on Chalon Road and 
proceed to Bundy Drive. Do not use Norman 
Place to travel southbound from campus. The 
speed limit is 25 mph on the streets near campus. 
Failure to observe the law and College policies 
may lead to disciplinary action and the loss of 
parking privileges. *

The devastating tragedy of the recent terrorist attacks on America has affected people in a myriad of ways. 
From grief to horror to outrage, we all have been touched by these life-altering events. After a crisis or trauma, 
people may experience a variety of emotional, cognitive, physical and behavioral symptoms of stress. Although 
people respond to crises differently, there are common reactions that accompany crises and it is important to 
take care of yourself so that your symptoms do not overwhelm you. The following is a list of some typical 
responses and suggested coping strategies. Remember that these are normal reactions to abnormal events and 
that you may go through varying degrees and stages. 



Behavioral Reactions 

-Social isolation -Increased alcohol/drug use 
-Restlessness, agitation -Inability to relax 
-Changes in activity level -Impaired work/school 
performance 

Emotional Reactions 

-Shock, denial, numbness -Survivor guilt 

-Grief, sadness, depression -Mood swings 

-Outbursts of anger & irritability -Feeling helpless, 

hopeless 

-Fear, anxiety, panic 

-Increased need for control 



Physical Reactions 

-Fatigue -Exaggerated startle response 
-Insomnia or hypersomnia -Headaches, back pain, 
-Changes in appetite -Nausea, stomach aches 
-Nightmares -Trembling 

Cognitive Reactions 

-Poor concentration -Difficulty making decisions 
-Flashbacks of disturbing images -Intrusive thoughts 
-Memory problems -Decreased problem-solving 
abilities 



Coping Strategies 



Alternating physical exercise and relaxation, especially within 48 hours of the event, can decrease 
physical symptoms. 

Reach out and connect with others. Share experiences about how you learned about the event, how 
you feel now, and how your life may have changed. 
Express your feelings in verbal, written and artistic forms. 
Let yourself cry. 

Pray, meditate or attend religious services. 

If you are feeling down, try to plan an interesting activity every day, focus on a special event, and 
remember you have a future. 

Participate in community events to remember the victims (e.g. wear a yellow ribbon) or to help 
survivors (e.g. donate blood). 

If you have changes in appetite, try to eat regular, and balanced meals. 

If you are experiencing sleep problems, keep regular bed-time hours; do something relaxing one- 
hour before bed. 

Take breaks from the media coverage of the events (e.g. turn off the television). 
If you are fearful, spend time with trusted friends and family members 
Try to get back to your normal routine. 

Generally, these symptoms diminish over time; however, if they persist or interfere with your 
daily functioning, it is helpful to talk to a counselor. 
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On a final note, another way to cope with crisis is to focus on what we can learn from the experience. The 
Chinese character for the word "crisis" is a combination of the words "danger" and "opportunity." While the 
danger of this crisis has certainly shaken our world, may we somehow find opportunities for growth from this 
experience.

♦ Breast Cancer is the most common cancer among women, after skin cancer. Breast cancer is 
the second leading cause of cancer death in women (the first being lung cancer). 

♦ The American Cancer Society estimates that 192,000 new cases of invasive breast cancer will 
be diagnosed among women in the United States in 2001 . u 

Early detection is key for positive treatment outcomes. The American Cancer Society recommends that women 
ages 20-39 perform a monthly breast self-exam and have a clinical breast exam at least once every three years. 
Women over 40, in addition to monthly breast exams, should have a mammogram every year and a breast 
exam by a healthcare professional every year.

October is National Cancer Awareness Month 

♦ Breast Cancer is the most common cancer among 
women, after skin cancer. Breast 
cancer is the second leading cause of 
cancer death in women, lung cancer 
is the first. 

♦ The American Cancer Society esti- 
mates that 192,000 new cases of in- 
vasive breast cancer will be diagnosed among 
women in the United States in 2001 . 

Early detection is critical for positive treatment out- 
comes. The American Cancer Society recommends 
that women ages 20-39 perform a monthly breast self- 
exam and have a clinical breast exam at least once 
every three years. Women over 40, in addition to 
monthly breast exams, should have a mammogram 
every year and a breast exam by a healthcare profes- 
sional every year.

A parking ticket appeal form is used to appeal a parking ticket that you believe may have been 
issued in error or improperly. The appeals form must be submitted to Facilities Management 
Department within fourteen calendar days of the 

issuance of the ticket. Late appeals or appeals that are vague or incomplete will not be reviewed. All 
appeals must be typed or printed clearly. Please print your appeal response to the facts directly 
related to the issuance of the ticket appeal . 

A Parking Appeals Committee (PAC) will review the completed form within thirty days of the 
submission of the form and send you their decision in writing. The PAC will render a decision on an appeal 
based upon only the facts submitted. The PAC cannot 
consider issues which may have significance but were omitted from the appeal. 

PAC is composed of members from the Associated Student Body, Residence Life, 
Faculty and Staff. The respective governing boards of these organizations select their 
member representatives. 

All decisions by the Parking Appeals Committee are final and binding.
